Journalistic  History  in  Bloomfield. 

Our  competitor  in  tlx*  newspaper  line 
has  an  article  in  his  last  inane,  setting  forth 
,  the  stains  of  his  paper,  aiul  making,  or  ate 
tempting  to  make,  certain  explanations. 
These  are  directed,  we  suppose,  to  the 
large  number  of  persons  who  have  snb- 
xrribed  for  tlie  Kei  oku  and  are  still  hold¬ 
ing  out  against  the  persistent  inqiortunities 
they  are  beset  with  to  take  the  Saturday 
tiazette.  The  editor  has,  in  our  opinion, 
signally  failed  in  his  explanations.  More¬ 
over,  he  has  grossly  misrepresented  ns  in 
his  statement  of  unvarnished  facta,  in  that 
he  deliberately  accuses  us  of  “  vicionaness” 
etc.  It  is  true,  he  adroitly  and  gingerly 
edges  around  the  present  editor  of  the  Knr- 
ow>,  and  vents  liis  wrath  upon  our  former 
associate  ;  nevertheless,  we  Consider  that  we 
are  us  grossly  assailed,  and  tliat  the  attaek 
is  therefore  tlie  more  insidious  in  its  nature. 

We  claim  tlie  privilege  of  placiug  our¬ 
self  right  liefore  the  people  of  Bloomfield. 
The  published  history  of  the  newspaper 
business,  as  it  has  been  recorded  during  the 
]>ast  four  nmotlis,  is  our  refutation.  We 
propose  to  prove  conclusively,  by  the  two 
letters,  (published  elsewhere)  that  McDivitt, 
Davis  and  Lyon,  last  summer  associated 
themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of  pub¬ 
lishing  the  original  Gtuet/e  newspaper.  The 
Davis  letter  qxpliciyv  assigns  the  particular 
duties  each  of  the  three  were  to  assume. 
We  cannot  sen  how  in  the  face  of  tliis  letter, 
Mr.  Lyon  can  justify  himself  in  his  amaze¬ 
ment  at  what  he  calls  the  vieiousnese  and 
folly  of  Mr.  McDivitt. 

It  will  lie  seen,  by  referring  to  the 
columns  of  the  Gazette  as  published  in  De¬ 
cember  last,  tliat  a  prospectus  was  issued  for 
a  Bloomfield  and  Montclair  paper.  The  gist 
of  many  columns  of  editorial  matter  in  sev¬ 
eral  numbers  of  the  Gazette  at  that  time  was, 
tliat  the  paper  could  not  lie  successfully 
established  and  conducted  unless  a  cer¬ 
tain  income  was  pledgod,  which  entirely 
threw  into  the  .shade  the  Put  roll  Fund” 
already  obtained.  Our  citizens  were  called 
upon  to  pay  for  advertising  their  business, 
8100  for  u  quarter  of  a  column  per  year  ! 
825  for  out  inch  per  year  !  We  were  distinct 
ly  told  tliat  the  paper  could  not  be  sustained 
in  the  place  without  such  a  subsidy.  A 
meeting  was  called  by  the  editors  and  held 
December  9tli  at  tlie  Centre  School  House, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  future  of 
the  Gazette  ion  this  basis.  Mr.  Lyon  ex¬ 
plicitly  stated  that  810,000  per  annum  was 
necessary  to  fl^et  the  expense*  of  printing,  ’ 
publishing,  editor’s  salary,  etc.  'The  “de¬ 
velopments”  made  by  Mr.  McDivitt  at 
that  meeting  are  yet  fresh  in  the  memories 
of  the  gentlemen  who  were  present.  If 
there  had  been  heretofore  the  slightest  hope 
for  this  brilliant  subsidizing  scheme,  it  was 
now  clean  gone  forever.  The  “opening” 
of  tlie  batteries  had  opened  the  eyes  of  all 
who  were  there. 

It  was  just' here  that  our  connection  with 
this  newspaper  business  begins.  We  saw 
that  Mr.  McDivitt,  then  a  stranger  to  us, 
had  lieen  shamefully  misused.  We  sought 
his  acquaintance,  convinced  that  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  Mr.  Lyon  were  ruined,  and  that 
the  field  wgs  now  open  for  the  establishment 
of  a  newspaper  upon  an  equitable  basis — 
precisely  the  some  basis  contemplated  by 
Mr.  McDivitt  at  the  outset.  We  issued  qur 
announcement  and  voluntary  subscriptions 
for  the  Record  came  in  beyond  our  most 
sanguine  expectations.  The  revulsion  was 
ao  complete  and  so  sudden,  that  the  editors 
of  the  Gazette,  (who  yet  had  two  numbers 
of  tlieir  old  series  to  publish)  came  out  in  a 
double  leaded  article  on  Jan.  11,  1873,  wliieh 
contained  these  words : 

••A*  we  have  no  penchant  for  fruitless  controversy. 
And  feel  that  ve  esunot  Afford  to  compromise  ourselves, 
or  the  best  fiitereata  of  our  village  in  the  petty  contest* 
sod  inglorious  rivalry  that  would  probably  arise,  we 
deam  It  better  to  retire  from  the  field  which  these  am¬ 
bitious  ytmfg  men  are  so  anxious  to  cultivate.

Therefore,  whatever  views  we  may  entertain  of  the 
motives,  manners,  and  time  of  its  coming  into  being  we 
eannot  forget  our  ritisenship  and  desire  for  the  mbe  of 
o»r  town  So  lay  snide  all  inimical  feelings  and  offer  no 
impediment  to  the  prosperity  of  this  new  aspirant  for 
public  fevoe." 

Mr.  Lyon  speaks  of  the  “cultured  minds 
...of  these  villages. ”  We  beg  to  be  informed 
as  to  what  he  defines  mental  culture  when 
he  insists  that  his  readers  were  under  a 
“misapprehension”  as  to  the  interpretation 
of  the  extracts  we  have  quoted.

Dear  Sir  : — lam  sorry  Hint  your  name 
appears  on  the  Bloomfield  Gazette  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Win.

Fkeend  McDrvrrr. —  In  reply  to  your  fa¬ 
vor  of  vesterday,  I  would  say  that  I  ilo  not 
regard  the  association  of  my  name  with  Mr. 
Lyon’s  as  a  matter  of  regret,  or  that,  it 
makes  me  responsible  for  his  acts  as  publish¬ 
er.  I  am  simply  editor  with  him.  I  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  publication.  I  col¬ 
lect  no  lulls,  give  no  receipts,  make  no  liar- 
gains  of  any  kind,  I  simply  assist  in  editing 
the  Gazette. 

Perhaps  I  had  better  repeat  what  I  have 
before  stated  to  you.  '  When  you  called  on 
me  at  my  house  last  summer  and  suggested 
the  publication  of  a  paper,  asking  me  to 
edit  it,  and  offering  to  pay  me  for  the  same, 
I  replied  that  Mr.  Lyon  had  for  some  time 
been  considering  tfie  matter  and  that  he 
wished  me  to  be  leading  editor.  I  said  I 
could  do  nothing  without  consulting  him. 
We  tli  ere  fore  called  on  Mr.  Lyon  together. 
After  talking  the  matter  over,  it  was  con¬ 
cluded  to  go  right  on  with  the  paper.  I  was 
simply  to  write  and  give  editorial  assistance 
generally,  Mr.  Lyon  was  to  have  it  printed  ; 
you  were  to  attend  to  the  advertising.  This 
was  the  general  outline ;  particulars  I  suppose 
were  to  be  settled  between  you  and  Mr. 
Lyon. 

Three  numbers  have  l>een  issued.  J  have 
received  no  compensation  and  expect  none. 
I  do  my  little  Bhare  of  the  work  for  the  good 
of  Bloomfield.  A  good  paper  established 
here  will  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  place.  I 
am  willing  to  do  my  share  of  the  preparato¬ 
ry  work  for  nothing.  If  there  is  any  loss  I 
do  not  share  it,  fathers  will  make  it  good.  It 
is  no  easy  matter  to  publish  a  paper.  Mr. 
Lyou  has  given  a  great  deal  of  valuable 
time  to  it  What  idea  he  has  of  its  future, 
after  tlie  twelve  numbers  are  issued,  I  do 
not  know  ;  it  does  not  concern  me  pecunia¬ 
rily,  I  only  hope  it  will  be  a  good  paper  and 
a  permanent  one.  I  also  hope  that  Mr.  Ly¬ 
on  will  not  be  a  loser  after  all  his  labor.  I 
am  sorry  that  any  disagreement  between  you 
and  Mr.  Lyon  has  taken  place.  I  wish  it 
could  be  healed  without  further  unpleasant¬ 
ness.  I  do  not  see  now  the  public  good 
can  be  served,  or  your  own  interest  benefit¬ 
ed  by  “ opening”  your  “  batteries.”  I  rath¬ 
er  think  we  will  all  be  hurt  by  it.  Hoping 
you  may  yet  be  satisfied  withonC  disturbing

Bloomfield  and  Montclair. 


A  terrible  disaster  happened  on  Sabbath 
afternoon  at  Dixon,  III.  The  rite  of  bap¬ 
tism  was  being  administered  to  a  number  of 
recent  converts  to  one  of  the  Baptist 
churches  at  a  point  in  Rock  River,  just  be¬ 
low  the  iron  bridge.  Here  some  two  or 
tlrfee  hundred -he i^pns,  including  many  wo¬ 
men  and  children,  had  gathered  on  the 
bridge  to  witness  the  ceremony,  when, 
suddenly,  without  warning,  the  bridge  gave 
way  and  precipitated  its  bring  freight  into 
the  stream  below.  Some  sixty  persons  were 
drowned  and  twenty  others  more  or  lees 
injured.  The  bridge  was  of  iron,  TrueadeU’s 
pattern,  and  okrraiod  about  twenty-five  leet 
above  the  the  river,  which  was  twenty  feet 
deep.  The  ranee  of  feiffditareeaing  disaster 
ft  attributed  to  the  defective  natarer  of  this 
trueedhU  bridge.

The  Montclair  Railway  Company  have  re¬ 
cently  pnblished  a  valuable  work  entitled 
“Hovfs  on  the  Montclajb,”  It  is  a  neat 
pamphlet,  somewhat  in  the  style  of  Railway 
Guides,  filled  with  interesting  details,  maps 
and  illustrations  descriptive  of  the  various 
towms  through  which  this  hue  of  travel  is 
located.  The  advantages  of  shortened  dis¬ 
tance,  avoidance  of  the  tunnel,  and  long  fer¬ 
riage,  must  eventually  make  tlie  Montclair  a 
thoroughly  popular  and  favorite  route  for 
bnsiness  men  and  all  others. 

This  book,  issued  by  the  Company  with 
the  view  of  calling  the  attention  of  New 
York  business  men  to  the  route  and  induce 
them  to  locate  thereon,  cannot  but  be  pro¬ 
ductive  of  much  influence.  We  reprint  from 
its  pages  what  the  author,  MtTGeo.  C.  Gat¬ 
lin,  lias  to  say  in  respect  to  the  two  villages 
in  which  our  paper  circulates  so  largely.  As 
to  his  description  of  Bloomfield,  our  peo¬ 
ple  will  see  that  it  is  unexaggerated,  and 
we  should  say,  truthful.  The  author  has 
given  ns  facts  and  statistics,  in  a  concise 
manner. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  extreme  health* 
fulness  of  Montclairr  is  expatiated  upon, 
though  perhaps  in  a  jocular  manner.  We 
would  continue  it  in  the  same  spirit  and 
remark  tliat  oar  sister  township  seems  to 
have  two  of  three  excellent  physicians  who 
find  a  lucrative  practioe  up  there— none  of 
them,  we  believe*,  wearing  that  hungry  look 
characteristic  of  Romeo's  starved  apotheca¬ 
ry.  Bantering  aside,  the  last  census  gives 
Bloomfield  a  slight  advantage  over  Mont¬ 
clair,  in  this  respect,  the  death-rate  being 
somewhat  lower  with  us.  The  difference 
however  is  so  slight  as  to  be  hardly  notice¬ 
able  Hither  of  our  villages  are  healthful 
enough  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the 
rurahst  in  search  of  a  country  home.

Munificent  Gift. — Messrs.  Robert  L. 
and  Alexander  Stuart,  well  known  mer¬ 
chants  of  New  York,  have  presented  to  the

It  is  a  work  peculiarly  adapted  to  develop 
the  Christian  graces  of  love  and  sympathy — 
by  bringing  the  membership  of  the  churches 
into  actual  contact  with  the  attendant  mis¬ 
eries  of  intemperance.  Sitrely  the  poor 
drunkard  is  to  be  pitied  and  not  despised, 
as  he  is  too  often  ;  for, t  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases,  as  is  now  very  clearly  demonstra¬ 
ted,  intern perauce  is  a  species  of  disease,  af¬ 
fecting  not  only  the  physical  powers,  but 
also  the  intellectual  and  moral  faculties  of 
man.  Who  then  are  so  well  qualified  to 
reach  the  poor  drunkard  and  influence  him 
for  good,  as  the  professed  followers  of  the 
despised  Nazarene,  who  went  about  doing 
good  ?  Far  lie  it  from  us  to  cast  reflections 
upon  any  one  who  is  regular  in  attendance 
upon  the  sanctuary  upon  the  Sabbath  and 
apon  tlie  evening  prayer  meetings  of  the 

week  ;  for  all  this  they  are  to  lx;  commend¬ 
ed  ;  but  we  do  behove  also,  that  a  month 
of  earnest  Ldior,  actuated  by  the  divine 
spirit  of  love,  to  reform  the  inebriate,  will 
bring  a  man  nearer  the  Master  than  years  of 
attendance  upon  church  services  such  as  is 
is  given  by  the  average  church  member. 
And  we  may  even  go  farther,  and  say  that 
we  doubt  not  there  are  those  who  perhaps 
dare  not  profess  to  lie  Christians,  but  whose 
hearts  lieing  powerfully  affected  by  sympa¬ 
thy  for  the  poor  druukurd  aud  his  family, 
lalior  in  and  out  of  season  to  reform  him, 
will  in  the  last  great  day  be  astonished  when 
met  by  the  King  with  the  welcome  :  “  Gome, 
ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  vou  from  tlie  foundation  of  the 
world.  For  I  was  ah  angered,  and  ye  gave 
me  meat ;  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me 
drink  ;  I  was  a  stranger,  aud  ye  took  me  in  ; 
unked,  and  ye  clothed  me  ;  I  was  sick,  and 
ye  visited  me  ;  I  was  in  prison,  and  ye  came 
unto  rue.”  And  their  astonished  souls  may 
well  question  :  “Lord,  when  saw  we  thee 
ahungered,  and  fed  thde  ?  or  thirsty,  and 
gave  thee  drink  ?  When  saw  we  theo  a 
stranger,  and  took  thee  in  ?  or  naked,  and 
clothed  thee  ?  or  when  saw  we  thee  sick,  or 
in  prison,  and  came  unto  thee  ?”  And  the 
King  shall  graciously  explain  :  “Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of 
tliesoiny  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto 
me.

thut  are  sick.  But  go  ye  und  learn  what  | 
that  meaneth, — ‘  I  will  have  mercy  and  not ! 
sacrifice — for  I  am  not  come  to  call  the 
righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance.  “.And 
again  “For  the  Son  of  Man  ia  come  to  seek 
and  to  save  that  which  was  lost.”  And  who  , 
are  so  “lost”  as  the  drunkard  and  the" drunk¬ 
ard  maker  ?  None  surely  are  more 
than  these  two  classes  ;  aud  therefore 
that  the  labor  of  reforming  them  by  the 
mighty  levers  of  love  and  sympathy  be¬ 
come  peculiarly  appropriate  to  professed

Crystal  Sprino. — This  name  has  of  late 
been  spoken  of  as  a  very  appropriate  name 
by  which  to  designate  that  part  of  our  tow  n¬ 
ship  commonly  called  the  Morris  neighbor¬ 
hood.  The  latter  cognomen  has  for  a  long 
time  been  distasteful  to  the  residents  of  that 
locality,  knowing  which  we  have  for  want  of 
a  better  name,  designated  it  as  North  Bloom¬ 
field. 


Sunday  Services. — Rev.  Mr;  Knox,  on 
Sunday  morniug  last  concluded  his  discourse 
upon  Temperance,  wliieh  was  listened  ,to 
w-ith  profound  attention  and  interest.  In 
the  course  of  this  sermon  the  aggressive  na¬ 
ture  of  the  making  aud  veuding  of  liquors 
was  alluded  to — its  rapid  spread,  and  increase 
throughout  the  land,  and  the  same  wfas  il¬ 
lustrated  by  statistics.  Bringing  the  matter 
directly  home  it  was  shown  that  in  Bloom¬ 
field  township,  where  835,000  was  devoted 
annually  to  preaching  and  teachiug  in  our 
churches  and  schools,  837,000  was  annually 
spent  for  intoxicating  beverages.  This  and 
other  citations  of  a  local  nature,  intended  to 
bring  the  traffic  in  its  aggressiveness,  before 
our  people,  was  made  a  powerful  argument 
in  favor  of  a  stringent  temperance  law. 

The  reverend  speaker  took  occasion  to 
show  the  heavy  responsibility  resting  upon 
everybody,  their  moral  accountability  for 
the  evils  resulting  from  the  legalized  sale 
and  use  of  liquor.;  that  Christian  people,  by 
consenting  to  it,  were  accessory  to  the  mur¬ 
ders,  suicides,  and  casual  ties  resuifciagffrom 
intemperaijoe. 

In  the  evening,  the  anniversary  of  the 
Bloomfield  Union  Traet  Society  was  held 
in  the  M.  E  Church,  which  was  filled  to 
overflowing.  After  reports  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  were  read,  the  anthem 
“  Beautiful  Zion”  was  sung  by  the  choir. 

Rev.  Dr.  Kennedy  then  made  some  re¬ 
mark*,  the  purport  of  which  was  that  the 
exercises  of  the  evening  by  common* consent 
would  be  conducted  in  the  interests  of  the 
Temperance  oaose.  A  number  p l  speakers 
would  address  the  meeting,'  and  their  time 
wonld  be  limited  to  ten  minutes  each. 

Dr.  K.  then  put  in  his  tea  minutes, 
tersely  explaining  the  difference  between 
moral  and  legal  suasion.  He  was  in  favor 
of  the  former  os  relating  to  the  drinker  and 
the  latter  as  to  the  seller  of  liquor.  He 
held  that  intemperance  was  a  disease  and 
that  we  bad  a  right  to  enact  larwv  to  stay  its 
progreec  in  out  community  just  m  much  as 
in  New  York  they  ehfcree  a  lhw  to  prevent 
the  entranoe  and  spread  of  cholera  and 
jeUow  fever  in  that  city,  y/  , \f 

Rev.  Mr.  SpeUmeyer  fallowed  in  a  clear 
and  forcible  impromptu  In  VhiA  he  explain¬ 
ed  the  poisonous  nature  of  wine, .  and  illus¬ 
trated  the  difference  between  moral  suasion 
and  lawful  force.
